Invention To 


Be Given Test 


SOUTH 
WEYMOUTH, 
Mass. 
(AP)—A Navy Neptune Iwin-en- 
gine bomber will take off in about 
a week for Point Barrow, Alaska 
—and a lonely ice island in the 
arctic—to test a new invention for 
rescuing men from mountain sides 
or Bating ice packs. 
The device, called an “ air re ­ 
triever,” consists of a "Y ” shaped 
fork extension on the front of the 
plane, a helium-filled balloon, and 
a length of nylon rope. 
It is the invention of a Con­ 
necticut man, Robert Fulton, and 
is 
designed 
to 
make 
possible 
aerial retrieval of both men and 
equipment from areas otherwise 
naccessible because of terrain or 
location. 
The procedure is for the party 
on the ground to release the bal­ 
loon. 
When 
the 
balloon 
has 
reached about 300 feet with its 
light, strong nylon cord attached, 
the plane will then catch a device 
on the upper end of the line on 
the fork extending forward from 
the middle of the plane.

A Sen ate com m ittee was looking 
into 
the problem with a view toward federal 
“ h elp” to local com m unities in curbing 
a cts of vandalism , gang warfare, theft 
and other activities of the psuedo delin­ 
quent-criminal. 
Juvenile 
delinquency, 
the 
com m ittee 
found, increased 175 per cent in the p e r ­ 
iod from 1948 to 1958. m ea su red by the 
n u m b e r of crim es com m itted by juveniles. 
In recent weeks, riots in San lr rancisco, 
Newport, R. I., G rand Lake. Col., and New 
York City by mobs of young people, most 
of them students, testify pointedly to 
the 
lack of control the present generation has 
over its offspring. 
It is m ore than lack of control. Obvi­ 
ously, m a n y of the antics of the young to 
far beyond the realm of mischief. 
Some 
of the m ob scenes witnessed in this coun­ 
try a re instigated by professional rabble 
ro u se rs who use any m e a n s to d ram a tiz e 
their cause, but the individual youth 
who 
p articip a te s in riots, gang attacks or one- 
d av forays against society is too dedicated 
to his nefarious work to have been the pro­ 
duct of m isunderstanding.

Sen. John F. Kennedy looks like 
the casual man. relaxed, leisurely, j 
the supreme practioner of the cool 
sell. 
When he is running hardest in a I 
campaign, he seems to be strol- j 
ling. Making a speech, he is more 
often thoughtful than fervent. He 
seldom shows his ^clings. They 
lie behind the boyish grin 
Neith­ 
er personal attacks, campaign set 
backs, 
nor 
political 
disappoint 
ments ever seem to crack his m a r ­ 
ble calm. 
This is the surface image of 
John 
Fitzgerald 
Kennedy, 
the 
Democratic 
candidate for presi­ 
dent. 
It reflects very little of the real 
Kennedy. 
Actually, the senator is a man 
in a hurry. 
.Nearly four years ago, before 
he 
was 40, he began preparing 
his drive for the Democratic nomi­ 
nation. He raced around the coun­ 
try like a whirlwind, forever on 
the go. making speeches, meet­ 
ing with politicians, exposing him ­ 
self to potential delegates and vo 
ters, lavishing energy on political 
chores. 
He is a fighter, a driver, and 
a shrewd field general. 
When he felt he was set. Ken­ 
nedy 
announced early, breaking 
with tradition. Then he mapped a 
hard 
schedule, 
entering 
seven 
presidential 
primary 
elections. 
Some were calculated risks and 
some outright gambles — particu­ 
larly Wisconsin and West Virginia. 
Again flouting tradition. Kennedy 
said on the eve of the Wisconsin 
primary, “ This is it. If I lose, 
I ’m out.” He won that election 
and all the others. 
He is thorough, 
meticulous, 
a 
man of intense concentration 
Kennedy briefs himself careful­ 
ly on a wide range of subjects. 
Campaigning, he talked about for­ 
eign affairs, rackets, 
labor-and- 
management problems, unemploy­ 
ment insurance, depressed areas 
and farm problems. One of his 
most effective speeches was on 
the challenge to America. In it. he 
Ise d a statistic about the under­ 


nourished. I asked him where he 
got it Kennedy turned to an aide. 
‘ What s 
the 
authority 
for 
that 
fig ure’" The aide said he would 
have to look it up “ Yes. get it,” 
Kennedy said 
“ lf I ’m going to 
use the figure. I want to be sure 
it s right.” 
He set 
up 
a 
beautifully-engi 
neered organization. 
In part, the Kennedy blitz was 
a product of his smooth-working 
team of professionals They over- j 
looked few 
bets in the tedious, 
complicated, many sided labyrinth 
of politics 
Among the principals 
are Theodore C. Sorenson, 
Ne 
braska 
Protestant, 
head 
of the 
“ brain 
tru s t;” 
Pierre 
Salinger, 
former California newspaperman, 
press chief; Steven Smith, the sen­ 
ator's brother-in-law. the appoint­ 
ments expert; Lawrence O'Brien, 
vetern Boston politician, the a d ­ 
vance man when Kennedy came 
into a state, and Louis Harris, pro­ 
fessional pollster. 
In addition, Gov. Abraham Rib- 
icoff of Connecticut, 
and 
John 
Bailey, 
Connecticut 
Democratic 
chairman, were out working for 
Kennedy before he ever announced. 
They appear to have made no 
mistakes.

He talks with conviction, gener 
ally in machine gun staccato, but 
he never orates in the old Fourth 
of July m anner 
He has a quick 
sharp sense of humor — but uses | 
it sparingly to avoid the fateful 1 
tag, in politics, of appearing to 
lie a wise cracker.

money where it was needed

did he duck questions about his 
religion, Roman Catholic, or hts 
age.

How are they going about it** By 
meddling with the love-life of this 
persistent pest, which causes mil­ 
lions of dollars damage to 
crops 
and trees yearly, according to the 
Forestry Digest. 
Dr. Martin Jacobson, entomology 
research division, and Dr. B. 
H. 
Alexander, 
agricultural 
research 
division. U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture, are working on the pro­ 
blem of producing a synthetic sub­ 
stance closely resembling a secre­ 
tion by which female gypsy moths 
lure the males. 
If they succeed, the researchers 
say, the synthetic compound could 
be used to lure male moths during 
the mating season to areas where 
they can be attacked with insect­ 
icides.

In fact, they can 
only hurt him 
It frightens me to think of the 
great number of such spots I have 
turned down recently at 
excel- j 
lent money, but it s much more ; 
important to me and my career 
to appear on the Jack Paar show 
for the standard $320 minimum 
or to be integrated as a character I 
in a situation comedy sketch 
My decision to refuse these ’u- 
crative guest spots is based on 
the fact that TV has definitely 
shaped the standards of comedy. 
Viewers have gotten a lot sharper 
and are demanding more subtle 
comedy material. What they once 
accepted years ago is dull and 
old hat now Why? Simply because 
they hate seen the standard com­ 


edy routines over and over again. 
Look what happened to a lot of 
the comics, some of them very 
good ones, who were on television 
a 
while 
back—gone. 
They just 
didn’t adapt to the ever-changing 
comedy tastes of their public. 
Comedy is the most difficult of 
the entertaining arts. When you 
are given six minutes to make 
people 
laugh 
uproariously—be­ 
tween a Bulgarian high-wire act 
and a modern jazz ballet, you are

ITI tell you why—on that 
show I wasn't doing my pat rou­ 
tine 
And for the first time the 
TV audience saw several sides 
of Joey Bishop that they had nev­ 
er seen before. Thank God they 
liked them.

He told an hour-long new* con­ 
ference that he never had any 
doubts about Johnson's availabil­ 
ity for the vile presidential nom ­ 
ination despite early disclaimers.
